Ve
tave boeen unable to find any atatutory req irement for requesting
o= advertising for bids in the sale of county hospital bonds, Yhe
aaly statutory requirensnt az to sale price being Article 708,
vernon's Annotated Civil Statutes, which reads as follovss

®*Bonds shall never be sold at less than
their por value and acowmulated interest, ex~

oclusive of cormiesions.®

In the absence of specific statutory provision, it s
our opinlon that there is no requirement that blds be edvertised
or requested in order for e county to sell county hospital bonda.

In reply to your second question we advise that we know
of no reason why the Cormissioners’ Court gould not advertise ox
roquest bids in & sale of county hospital bonds, even though it
iz not required by statute. In our opinion, ths Coruissionerst
Court moy ixpoae whatever roasonsble requirements it sees fit,
vhich nay include the affidavit required by Artlicle 236%, Re-

vised vivi) Statutes.

In reply to your third qQuestion we advise that Article
724, Revised Civil Statutes, provides that bonds shall be signed
by the County Judze and counteraigned by the County Clerk and
roglatered by the County Treasurer before delivery., The County
Juire, boing a membor of the Commiasioners'! Court, Is governed
b7 o majority of the court. Once the Commissionersat Court has
tetod, we believe it bocomes the ministerial duty of the County
vudze to sipn the bonds which are Issued, whother or not he fevors
L0 lssuannce of saild bonds.
